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Budget Committee's Public 
Hearing Draws Complaints

SANDOWN - Though 
urged by members of the 
public to reconsider its 
decision to cut merit-based 
raises and other votes this 
season, the budget commit- 
tee majority stuck to its 
guns at the budget hearing. 

The committee went line 
by line through each depart- 
ment's numbers at the hear- 
ing Friday night, Jan. 13, a 
process that took about two 
hours. Members of the audi- 
ence, made up of selectmen, 
committee members, de- 
partment heads and employ- 
ees, showed frustration at 
decisions they think are out- 
side the committee's pur- 



view or are short sighted. 

By the end of the meet- 
ing, the budget, going to 
voters at deliberative ses- 
sion, had a bottom line of 
$3,156,374.28. Though the 
number is down from cur- 
rent year appropriations of 
$3,237,449.27, that com- 
parison is slightly deceiv- 
ing. The difference between 
the budgets is $81,074.99, 
based on a committee deci- 
sion to reverse a practice in 
use for the last couple of 
years. 

Previously the selectmen 
and committee have agreed 
to take $100,000 from the 
annual road system action 
plan warrant article and 
place it within the highway 
budget in case the warrant 



article doesn't pass. It has 
been justified in the past with 
concerns that should the arti- 
cle fail, the department would 
still have $100,000 to com- 
plete minor roadwork. This 
year that sum has been taken 
out of the budget and put 
back into the warrant article. 

Selectman chair Hans 
Nicolaisen urged the com- 
mittee to rethink its deci- 
sion, to no avail. 

The motion to return 
the money attracted yes 
votes only from selectmen 
liaison Tom Tombarello and 
committee member Dawn 
Nicolaisen, Hans's wife. 

Recreation Director Deb 
Brown, speaking as a resi- 
dent, questioned whether the

School District Faces 
Questioning on Budget

HAMPSTEAD - The 
school board public hearing 
and subsequent school board 
meeting saw the proposed 
articles forwarded to the 
Hampstead School District 
Warrant, with Articles 2 
through 6 recommended un- 
animously and Petition Arti- 
cle 7, which seeks to cap ap- 
propriation increases for the 
school budget at 2 percent, 
unanimously not recom- 
mended by the school board. 

Article 7 is proposed by 
resident Jorge Mesa-Tejada, 
based on a new law that 
became effective July 5, 
2011. The language of the 
article is prescribed in the 
statute and reads, "Shall we 
adopt the provisions of RSA 
32:5-b and implement a tax 
cap whereby the governing 
body shall not submit a rec- 
ommended budget that 
increases the amount to be 



raised by local taxes, based 
on the prior fiscal year's 
actual amount of local taxes 
raised, by more than 2 per- 
cent?" A three-fifths majori- 
ty vote in favor is required. 

Mesa-Tejada said at the 
Tuesday, Jan. 10, hearing that 
he submitted the article to 
restrict what he termed con- 
tinued out-of-control growth 
of the school district budget 
by limiting the yearly in- 
creases. He acknowledged 
that in the last couple of years, 
the administration has held 
down increases, even going to 
a negative bottom line this 
year, but he believes the war- 
rant article would afford pro- 
tection for taxpayers. 

Mesa-Tejada said he 
chose the 2 percent amount 
based on what the school 
board and school district 
have done over the last two 
or three years, and said it 
would make the budget more 
predictable. He pointed out 
that the amount can be 



changed and the legislative 
body can override the cap. 

Mesa-Tejada said he had 
checked with the state 
Department of Revenue Ad- 
ministration (DRA) and was 
told that the school board 
public hearing and the De- 
liberative Session would 
meet the requirement for a 
public hearing held by the 
governing body on the 
question at least 15 days but 
not more than 30 days 
before the question is to be 
voted on. 

He noted that if the 
town adopts a tax cap, legis- 
lation rescinding it after the 
first year is possible with a 
three-fifths majority vote at 
the next Town Meeting. 

Superintendent Richard 
LaSalle said the article is cur- 
rently under legal review, and 
noted he has reservations 
about it after talking with 
DRA and other districts. He 
said it could handicap the

Gun Club Completes Work to Mitigate Noise

CHESTER - Though the 
Chester Rod and Gun Club 
was under no legal require- 
ment to diminish the sound 
issuing from its handgun 
range, in an effort to be 
good neighbors the mem- 
bership decided to do what 
they could to mitigate what 
some neighbors called a 
nuisance, and recently com- 
pleted efforts to that end. 

In 2009, the member- 
owned club built a concrete 
floor and roof over its 15 
spot firing line and about 
three months later, neigh- 
bors, led by Nina St. Pierre 



of Pheasant Run Drive, 
complained that noise levels 
had greatly increased. After 
letters were sent by at least 
one neighbor to the club, 
there followed a couple of 
meetings with the select- 
men and a meeting with the 
planning board to discuss 
the issue, as previously 
reported by the Tri-Town 
Times. 

And though it was deter- 
mined that the proper per- 
mitting had been taken out 
for the structure - and it was 
generally agreed that nei- 
ther the town nor individual 
residents could legally force 
changes - after some discus- 
sion and minor mitigation 



efforts, the club's member- 
ship decided to undertake 
an investigation with the 
potential for further sound 
reduction efforts on the 
nearly 100-acre property. 

New Hampshire law 
protects gun ranges from 
noise complaints, stating 
"Notwithstanding any other 
law to the contrary, a person 
may not maintain a nui- 
sance action for noise or 
noise pollution against a 
shooting range, or the own- 
ers, operators, or users of 
the range, located in the 
vicinity of that person's 
property, if the shooting 
range was established, con-

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Warrant Articles Questioned at Hampstead Budget Hearing

HAMPSTEAD - Resi- 
dents offered no input on the 
Town's proposed and default 
budgets, but when the hear- 
ing turned to the proposed 
warrant articles, townspeo- 
ple were more vocal. 

Before the Board of 
Selectmen took up the 
budget Wednesday night, 
Jan. 11, it decided the 
request by the Conservation 
Commission to put $5,000 
in its budget from the Town 
Forest Account required a 
warrant article, and that 
matching money for a gen- 
erator for Town Hall would 
be left to chance. 

Concerning the expect- 
ed Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (FEMA) 
grant for the generator, 
which requires $12,500 in 
match, the board could have 
added that amount to its 
budget, put in an article, or 
gambled on being able to 
find the money. The board 
chose to gamble. 

The Town operating 
budget, Article 8, is 
$5,175,176.22; the default 
budget is $5,247,602.46. 
The operating budget is a 
1.66 percent lower than the 
current year and $87,215.27 
lower than the default. 

Selectman Chairman 
Sean Murphy began discus- 



sion of the warrant with 
Article 7, as the previous 
articles are zoning amend- 
ments and election of offi- 
cers. Article 7 asks voters to 
raise and appropriate 
$1,538,300 for a new police 
station. There was no dis- 
cussion because a bond 
hearing on the article was 
set for Jan. 13 (see related 
article page 8) . 

In Article 9, the Fire 
Department seeks approval 
to buy a new tanker, using 
$275,000 in grant money, 
with the town's $13,750 
portion coming from the 
Fire Department Capital 
Reserve Fund. The article 
includes a statement that: 
"If additional funds are nec- 
essary, the Board of Select- 
men is authorized to act as 
agents of the fund, which 
will allow an additional 
withdrawal of necessary to 
fully fund the vehicle." 

The board and budget 
committee questioned whether 
that wording was correct or 
legal, and whether the board 
could be agents. The Capital 
Reserve Fund was established 
by a vote of the legislative body 
in 2001, and the board's take is 
that any money removed 
would require approval of the 
legislative body not the govern- 
ing body 

Fire Chief Michael Carri- 
er said his intent was for the 
board to act as agents only in 
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this instance. He said he was 
trying to avoid having to find 
money if the FEMA grant is 
less than expected. Last year 
he had to find an additional 
$25,000 in his budget when 
the Quint grant came in 
under expectation. 

Advice will be sought 
from the Local Government 
Center. 

Article 10 seeks approv- 
al to use Capital Reserve 
funds to purchase and up- 
grade fire communication 
equipment and to replace a 
cardiac monitor/defibrilla- 
tor. The cost for the com- 
munications upgrade is 
$39,000 and for the cardiac 
monitor/defibrillator is 
$25,000, for a total of 
$64,000 from the Capital 
Reserve Fund. 

Budget Committee mem- 
ber Matt Murphy asked how 
much money was in the 
Capital Reserve Fund and 
was told $257,356, leaving 
almost $180,000 after these 
expenditures. 

Article 11 seeks $50,000 
to finish the drainage sys- 
tem for the Town Beach 
parking lot and roads to 
reduce pollution and ero- 
sion at the beach and Wash 
Pond. 

Article 12 asks voters to 
appropriate and add $10,000 
to the library's Building 
Maintenance and Repair 
Non-Capital Reserve Fund. 

Matt Murphy asked how 
much the fund had and 
what its purpose is. Library 



Trustee Emily Reschberger 
said the fund has $30,000, 
and the plan is to save 
enough to replace the roof, 
a job estimated to cost 
$50,000. She said the boil- 
ers are also aging and 
should one of them need 
replacement, the fund could 
be used for that. 

Murphy asked where the 
heat line is for the library 
and was told all building 
maintenance is included in 
the Trustees line in the 
budget, but that had been 
broken out and presented 
previously. He was upset the 
items are not broken out for 
the budget. 

Budget Committee mem- 
ber Chip Hastings asked 
why the Trustees line 
includes those figures and 
said voters have a right to see 
how the money is being 
spent, just as it does with 
other departments. 

Murphy pointed out the 
Trustee line has been over- 
spent. Reschberger said the 
overrun is covered by dona- 
tions, but both Murphy and 
Hastings said the library 



budget should show all 
expenditure lines for the 
public to see. 

"I think for the Library 
to ask for the taxpayers to 
give them $10,000 more 
after giving out the salary 
raises it did is a little much 
to ask," Matt Murphy said. 

Article 13 is the Conser- 
vation Commission request 
for approval to switch 
$5,000 from the Town Forest 
Account to its budget for the 
management, maintenance 
and other costs associated 
with forest management. 

Matt Murphy asked the 
board to put in an article 
requesting that Land Use 
Change Tax money be 
switched from the Conser- 
vation Commission to a 
Capital Reserve Fund. The 
board didn't think this pos- 
sible, but Sean Murphy 
asked that Matt Murphy 
write the article and submit 
it to the board with support- 
ing information. Selectmen's 
Administrative Assistant 
Sally Theriault said the 
Conservation Commission 
should have the opportuni- 



ty to speak to this. 

Police Chief Joe Beau- 
doin asked what had hap- 
pened to the article request- 
ing funds to pay for the pro- 
fessional architectural and 
engineering help the Police 
Building Committee con- 
tracted for and the board 
had approved. Theriault 
said she hadn't received the 
article. 

The Police Building 
Committee had planned to 
submit two warrant articles 
- Article 7 for the building 
and everything related to it 
at a cost of $1,538,300, 
including the professional 
services, and a second arti- 
cle for $64,000, the cost of 
the professional architectur- 
al and engineering services. 
If Article 7 passed, the sec- 
ond article would be null 
and void. 

The missing article was 
to be brought to the select- 
men and discussed at the 
police building bond hear- 
ing Friday night. Only the 
Board of Selectmen can add 
articles at this time (see 
related article page 8).

According to the state 
Attorney General's office, 
Richard Mannion Jr., 43, 
was found dead in his home 
on Saturday, the result of a 
gunshot wound. Sandown 
police responded to a 911 
call there and found the 



deceased. While the origin 
of the call has not been 
released, it did not come 
from neighbors or from 
within the home, according 
to police. 

An autopsy was conduct- 
ed by the New Hampshire 
Office of the Chief Medical 



Examiner on Jan. 15. 

Though details on the 
case are few, the State 
Police's Major Crime Unit 
has taken over the investi- 
gation, and with help from 
Sandown's police, it has 
kept officers busy through- 
out the weekend and early 



this week, as the Tri-Town 
Times goes to press. 

The investigation is 
ongoing. 

While the state police 
have indicated there is no 
danger to the public in con- 
nection with the crime, 
Sandown police said resi- 



dents should be aware of 
their surroundings and call 
them if they feel unsafe or 
notice suspicious activity. 

Mannion purchased the 
raised ranch on Hollow Oak 
Drive in May of 2010, 
according to town assessing 
records. 



Edwards Mill Dam Repairs Considered by Selectmen

CHESTER - More pro- 
gress is being made on 
Edwards Mill Dam, and 
both short-term and poten- 
tially long-term fixes are in 
the works. 

Though plans are still 
indefinite, the board of sel- 
ectmen discussed the dam at 
its Thursday, Jan. 12, meet- 
ing with conservation com- 



mission members Chuck 
Myette and Patrick Connelly 
and fire chief Rich Antoine. 

First on the list of re- 
pairs is a more user friendly 
control for the height of the 
water as it comes up to the 
dam. The fire department 
has a dry hydrant on site, 
but has also been charged 
with managing water height 
and releasing excess flows 
during heavy storms. It's a 
relatively dangerous busi- 



ness, however, as the con- 
trols are old and not user 
friendly. During storms, 
firefighters have to lean 
over the edge of the dam to 
unscrew outlet valves. 

That monitoring work 
has taken up more and 
more time in recent years, 
following complaints from 
neighbors to the river on 
Donna Street, who have said 
excess flows backing up 
from the dam are eroding 



Utility Worker Injured After 
Vehicle Slides from Tow Truck

SANDOWN - A utility 
worker pinned between an 
SUV and a broken utility box 
was not seriously injured 
after an accident on Jan. 12. 

Police chief Joe Gordon 
responded to a call early 
Thursday morning after a 
vehicle slid off Riverbend 
Drive and struck and 
knocked over an electrical 



box there, exposing live 
wires and knocking out 
power in the neighborhood. 
Before removing the vehicle, 
the police waited for New 
Hampshire Electric Cooper- 
ative crews to arrive on 
scene. 

While the vehicle was 
being hoisted onto the back 
of a tow truck, the chains let 
go, sending the vehicle back 
down the inclined bed. The 
utility worker who was 



investigating the box at the 
time was struck and pinned. 

Once the vehicle was 
removed, the worker was 
sent to the hospital but was 
soon released and according 
to police, suffered no major 
injuries. 

It is suspected that 
because the electrical box 
wasn't secured to the ground 
at the time, the accident was 
less severe than it could have 
been. 
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their properties. And while 
opinions on how bad the 
damage is and how much it 
has to do with the dam have 
been put forth, part of the 
impetus for the dam repairs 
stems from the need to rou- 
tinely monitor water levels, 
a sometimes tough task, 
given that flows are con- 
stantly changing. 

A new plan, floated by 
Myette, would involve 
installing another pipe simi- 
lar to the one recently put in 
for the Wason Pond dam 
down the street. The struc- 
ture would consist of a large 
pipe that rises up from the 
bottom of the dam, from an 
existing valve, to the surface 
of the water. This pipe, 
approximately 18 inches in 
diameter, according to dis- 
cussions, would potentially 
be adjustable and would 
drain water above that level. 

According to Antoine, 
the town engineer is look- 
ing at the project and dis- 
cussing permits with the 
state. The hoped for com- 
pletion date is this spring. 



Antoine said the plan is 
the most viable one yet, 
especially because it has a 
relatively small price tag. 

There is also an out- 
standing question as to 
whether work that was 
begun years ago on the dam 
needs to be completed. The 
dam was repaired in the mid 
1980s, and at that time large 
timber cribbing was in- 
stalled on the downstream 
side, with plans made to 
pour concrete around it. 
That never took place, how- 
ever, and concerns center on 
whether it needs to be done 
now, especially because a 
leak has been spotted in one 
of the dam's corners. 

Myette, who offered the 
services of the conservation 
commission for the project, 
said last week that the first 
question to be tackled is 
whether to remove the crib- 
bing so that engineers can 
investigate the dam's quali- 
ty. He also suggested mak- 
ing the area more usable by 
the public, should work 
take place. 



Myette said it would be 
valuable to build a small 
bridge over the dam so the 
public could access town- 
owned land on the other 
side, whether to look at the 
scenery or to fish. 

Selectman Steph Landau 
said he did not want to put 
off the dam repairs, citing 
the increased cost the town 
bore to fix the Wason Pond 
dam after having delayed 
that project. The Wason 
Pond Dam repairs were com- 
pleted last year after damage 
sustained during the Moth- 
er's Day Flood of 2006. 

Other selectmen agreed 
to investigate the issue fur- 
ther, and said it would make 
sense to include money for 
the smaller repairs in the 
operating budget, and to 
seek approval for more 
expensive repairs through a 
warrant article. 

Shawn Patenaude, with 
the town engineering firm 
Dubois and King, is investi- 
gating the cost of a review of 
the dam and potential re- 
pairs, according to Landau.

The Cost of Education 



The Chester Education Association 
and school board have agreed to a con- 
tract that actually lowers the cost to tax- 
payers. 

The innovative contract includes 
performance-based pay and a decision 
by the teachers' union to give up control 
over health insurance. 

Teachers will have no salary increase 
in the first year, followed by a 1 percent 
increase in each of the next two years. 
But they can earn increases based on 
performance. 

Bottom line in Chester - at the end 
of the three-year contract, the district 
will be paying no more than in the year 
before the contract went into place. 

The teachers and school board of the 
Derry Cooperative School District have 
agreed on a contract that also appears to 
hold down costs. Teachers agreed to 
step increases of 1 percent in year one, 
1.5 percent in year two, and 2 percent in 
year three. 

Then we look at the Londonderry 
School District teachers' contract. The 
Budget Committee voted 1-6 against it, 
with the viewpoint that its cost can't be 
justified in today's economy. That's after 
the School Board asked the committee 
to reconsider its original 0-7 vote. 

The contract provides a half step 
increase each in year one and two, and a 
full step in year three. That's a cutback. 
Those not eligible for steps get cost-of- 
living adjustments. 



Why did the Budget Committee 
oppose the contract - and oppose a war- 
rant article to add $600,000 to the 
School District Maintenance Fund? 
Maybe because the School Board called 
the teacher contract a savings, saying 
teachers didn't ask for a 12 percent 
increase. 

Maybe a reaction to the annual 
increases in the school budget - the 
business as usual attitude Londonderry 
regularly brings to the table? Sure, it's 
boring to keep saying each year that 
foreclosures are continuing, private sec- 
tor workers are not getting raises, even 
the cost of groceries is going up. But 
you know what? All those things are 
still true. 

We'd love to say the economy is 
improving. We can't. 

Until it improves, with many resi- 
dents unsure, through no fault of their 
own, how to pay their bills, let alone 
their taxes, the Londonderry School 
District, with its downward enrollment 
trend, can't keep asking for more. The 
teachers' contract was in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. 

If now isn't the time for a bare-bones 
budget, we don't know when it will be. 

So we thank those officials who 
make keeping costs down their watch- 
word. And we wonder how to reach 
those others, where adding a little back 
here, and a little more there, is their idea 
of serving the public.

Newt Gingrich picked 
up 111 votes, followed by 
Rick Santorum with 104.

dates who didn't leave 
Sandown with zero votes - 
more than 30 candidates 
were on the Republican 
ticket - received just a hand- 
ful of votes each. Topping 
that list was Rick Perry with 
seven. Buddy Roemer visit- 
ed Sandown twice to speak 
directly with residents 
about his anti-government 
corruption message, and 
garnered four votes. He was 
followed by Fred Karger 
with three votes and Kevin 
Rubash and Gary Johnson, 
each with two. Michele 
Bachmann, Herman Cain, 
Keith Drummond and 
Michael Meehan received 
one vote apiece. 

The Democrat ticket 



saw Barack Obama easily 
take the town with a total of 
110 votes. The remaining 
candidates receiving votes 
were Ed Cowan with six, 
Craig Freis and Vermin 
Supreme with five each, 
Randall Terry with three, 
Bob Ely, John Haywood and 
Darcy Richardson with two 
each, and Bob Greene and 
Robert Jordan, one each. 

Town clerk Michelle 
Short said the day went 
smoothly from when the 
polls opened at 8 a.m. until 
they closed at 8 a.m. Poll 
workers had the results sent 
to the state by about 10 p.m. 

A total of 1,496 votes 
were cast, including 45 
absentee ballots.

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Field of Dreams Pounder Likely to Return to Chester

CHESTER - This spring 
the Chester Field of Dreams 
Committee hopes to hold 
another Wason Pond Poun- 
der, and the group is hoping 
that following on the heels 
of the successful premier 
event, it will be able to fin- 
ish fundraising for its goal 
of building playing fields at 
Wason Pond. 

Maria Veale, secretary of 
the group, met with the 
board of selectmen to get 



the board's OK for the 
potential May 19 event. She 
illustrated the success of the 
first Wason Pond Pounder, 
organized in just three 
months. 

The Pounder was a 3.5 
mile obstacle course held at 
Wason Pond. It challenged 
competitors with hill and 
wall climbs, balance beams, 
hurdles, water crossings and 
more, and while those who 
participated said they en- 
joyed the experience, their 
registration money went to 
a good cause. 



The Wason Pond Con- 
servation and Recreation 
Area's master plan includes 
plans for youth playing 
fields, but as the town put 
funding for the project on 
the back burner, a group of 
volunteers stepped in to 
make those field plans a 
reality. 

With more than 500 par- 
ticipants at the Pounder, 
more than $17,000 was 
raised after expenses. Ches- 
ter residents accounted for 
123 of the participants, 
Veale said, noting it was a 



testament to the value of the 
event that so many came 
from out of town to spend 
money in Chester to help 
build the fields. 

Veale also noted how 
supportive the town was for 
the event. 

Chester Field of Dreams 
committee members have 
spoken with the recreation 
department to secure sup- 
port for another Pounder 
and plan to discuss it fur- 
ther with the Wason Pond 
Commission. 

At their Thursday, Jan. 



12, meeting, the selectmen 
gave support to the group's 
choice of date for the sec- 
ond Pounder. 

The group currently has 
$41,000 in its bank account 
and Veale said members are 
hoping one more event will 
put them over the $65,000 
goal. 

"We're hoping to meet 
our fundraising goal and 
have these fields built 
before my grandkids are liv- 
ing here. Because that's the 
rate the we were going," 
joked Veale. 



The group has been at 
work fundraising since 
early 2008. 

Organizers are hoping to 
make the event even bigger 
the second time around and 
have confidence they'll be 
able to, after a survey of 
runners indicated that 90 
percent would do it again 
and bring friends. 

Some logistics for park- 
ing need to be finalized for a 
larger group of competitors, 
but efforts have already 
started to that end. 



Community Outreach Program Off to Good Start

SANDOWN - The police 
department's first meeting 
of its Community Outreach 
Program was a big success, 
garnering more attendees 
than officers suspected 
would come out. It was the 
starting point of a discus- 
sion the department hopes 
to continue. 

About 60 residents from 
the northwest quadrant of 
town came out to the Ed 
Garvey Recreation Building 
on Monday, Jan. 9, to speak 
with officers, ask questions 
and get information. As part 
of the program, the town 
was sectioned off into four 
areas and meetings were 
scheduled for each area. 

Sgt. Scott Wood, who 
has been heading up the 
program and other commu- 
nity outreach efforts with 
officer Bill Pica, said many 
good questions came from 
the public and a good dia- 
logue was established dur- 



ing the meeting. Questions 
ranged from what residents 
should be on the lookout 
for if they think something 
is suspicious in their neigh- 
borhood to whether it was 
smart to get an alarm sys- 
tem for their house. 

What should you note 
about suspicious activity 
near your house? If it's a 
person on foot, important 
things to remember are 
facial features, hair color, 
skin tone, sex and build. If 
it's a car, write down the 
license plate. While it's nice 
to know car type and color, 
number one is the plate 
number, said Wood. Car 
type and color don't narrow 
it down sufficiently. 

Residents said they 
would like to see officers 
more often in the smaller 
neighborhoods. 

Emails were taken from 
those who offered them and 
the police officer's email was 
given out. While neighbors 
can always send tips 
through the phone or email, 



the department is also look- 
ing to set up a website-driv- 
en crime tip line, where res- 
idents can alert the police 
without calling. 

During the meeting a 
neighborhood liaison was 
chosen, offering another way 
for residents to communi- 
cate concerns and questions 
to the department. 

Upcoming police-spon- 
sored events were also 
noted, from a boater safety 
course scheduled for April 
21 to hunter and internet 
safety classes, all created in 
an effort, Wood said, to pro- 
mote more community 
involvement and ties. 

The next outreach meet- 
ing is scheduled for Mon- 
day, Feb. 13, at 6:30 p.m. at 
the recreation building. For 
this meeting, residents in 
the southwest section of 
town (streets listed below) 
are encouraged to attend.

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Military Friends Visit Support Club in Hampstead

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Hampstead Middle School 
Military Support Club had 
four visitors the Thursday 
before the Christmas holi- 
day. 

Three young service- 
men, all of whom had visit- 
ed the club before, brought 
a fourth for her first visit. 
U.S. Army Specialists Matt 
Ayers and David Rudolph, 
cousins and both mechanics 
in the Army have been reg- 
ular visitors during their 
two-year stint in the service. 
U.S. Marine Corps Sgt. Jere- 
my Clague has also been in 
to visit the club on several 
occasions. Clague brought a 
former Marine with him, 
Liz Carlin, who is now out 
of the service. 

The Hampstead Middle 
School Military Support 
Club and its founder, sev- 
enth grade teacher Kathe 
Cussen, play an important 
role for the club's adopted 
friends serving overseas or 



at bases across the United 
States. The club was found- 
ed in early October of 2001 
as a direct result of the Sept. 
11 attacks, after Cussen 
spotted a newspaper article 
with the name of a local 
Navy helicopter pilot serv- 
ing on the carrier USS 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

Club members meet 
every week during their 
lunch and recess time and 
write cards and letters and 
plan packages to send to 
"adopted" military troops. 
The students also gather 
once during the summer to 
hear current email news 
from the club's military 
friends and to write cards, 
assuring the troops that 
they have not been forgot- 
ten. 

Since October 2001,800 
overseas packages have 
been sent, along with thou- 
sands of cards, and to date, 
the club has sponsored 177 
troops, including Navy, 
Marines, Army, Air Force, 
Army National Guard, and 
Seabees. 



"We come to visit the 
club because we love Mrs. 
Cussen and we feel it is 
important to show the kids 
what we actually do in the 
military," Rudolph said. 
"Hearing from them is 
important to us." 

Ayers added, "It is neat 
to get to see someone you've 
been writing to, so we think 
it is important for the kids 
to see and meet us. Their 
letters and cards absolutely 
made a huge difference. 
They kept me smiling." 

Rudolph agreed. "I love 
getting their letters," he 
said. "It picks my mood up, 
and the letters are often 
hilarious, so what they do 
for us is very important." 

The club members plied 
their young military friends 
and Carlin with questions 
about the places they had 
served, their duties and 
what they found most inter- 
esting. They asked Carlin 
lots of questions about her 
tour because she had been 
stationed in Okinawa and 
Japan. The kids wanted to

know about the people and 
customs, and what she did 
to help after the tsunami. 

The military friends 
answered the students' 
questions and in between, 
kept a running commentary 
among themselves on which 
service was better - the 
Army or the Marines. Since 
there were two from each 
service branch, it was a 
draw, but they kept the ban- 



ter up throughout their 
visit, to the students' 
amusement. 

Clague walked with a 
cane, as he had been 
involved in a motorcycle 
accident and injured his 
knee in August. He said he 
was waiting for surgery but 
that the injury had knocked 
him out of eligibility for 
Embassy Duty, which was 
where he had told the stu- 



dents he was headed when 
he visited last. Now he said 
he thought he would put in 
for Recruiter Duty. 

Ayers has been stationed 
at Fort Carson in Colorado 
and Rudolph at Fort Camp- 
bell in Kentucky. Both are 
counting the days - one year 
and three months - until 
they get out, but all four 
expressed satisfaction that 
they had served.

district and the board if they 
were faced with unanticipat- 
ed losses of revenue and thus 
have a negative impact on 
the quality of education. 

He and Assistant Super- 
intendent Winfried Fene- 
berg and board members 
said if the article were ap- 
proved, it might discourage 
cost-saving efforts and en- 
courage spending up to the 
last dollar in a budget. And 
school board chairwoman 
Natalie Gallo said she thinks 
it would render the school 
board unnecessary. 

Mesa-Tejada responded 
that it would allow the 
school district "to dream but 
keep its feet on the ground." 

Former Hampstead Fire 
Chief Chip Hastings called 
the petition article a bunch 
of nonsense that would 
obstruct the voter's right to 
decide the school budget 
and would obstruct the 
future quality of education. 
He encouraged everyone to 
vote it down. 

"Get up and protect your 
form of town government, 
vote this down," he said. 

Article 2, the operating 
budget of $23,452,315 and 
the $23,531,777 default bud- 
get, was briefly reviewed, 
noting the main cost drivers 
are contractual, such as sal- 
aries, retirement, insurance, 
utilities, transportation, Spe- 
cial Education and tuition. 

Class size and teacher/ 
student ratios came under 
fire with questions asked 
about the student/teacher ratio 



at the town's two schools. 
Mesa-Tejada and Mary Sten- 
son, both former school 
board members, questioned 
the ratio figures at Hamp- 
stead Middle School, sug- 
gesting they were lower 
than presented. 

Budget Committee mem- 
ber Matt Murphy pounded 
away at the notion that 92.4 
percent of the budget is con- 
tractual and non-discre- 
tionary pointing to the list 
of vendors in the 2010 Town 
Report as proof. "Does any- 
one have control over these 
costs?" he asked. 

Feneberg and LaSalle 
said the budget is prepared 
18 months in advance and 
thus almost all figures have 
to be estimates - fuel costs, 
number of students, tuition 
costs, insurance. The costs 
are based on present am- 
ounts and then adjusted for 
18 months into the future. 
LaSalle said they don't nec- 
essarily choose the lowest 
possible figure but neither 
do they choose the highest. 

The administrators and 
board, however, acknowl- 
edged that the term "non- 
discretionary" was misused 
in this context. 

"I was told you build 
$600,000 into the budget to 
take care of any possible 
overruns," Murphy said. 
Administrators and board 
members bristled at this, 
and School District Business 
Manager George Stokinger 
said emphatically there is 
no given amount built into 
the budget. 

"We budget what we 
expect to expend," he said.

"Some years we have a larg- 
er amount left over than 
others, when tuition or 
insurance rates are reduced 
or oil prices change or the 
estimated costs were less 
than expected." 

Murphy turned to Arti- 
cle 3, the Hampstead Asso- 
ciation of School Staff 
(HASS) negotiated contract 
increase, saying the bottom 
line doubles from year one 



to year four. 

The first year the in- 
crease is $22,557 because 
the negotiated insurance re- 
ductions are all figured into 
year one, although the bene- 
fits cover all four years. The 
increase in year 4 is $64,673. 
He said he wanted residents 
to be aware of this cost. 

The HASS contract cov- 
ers 73 employees ranging 
from para-professionals to 



secretaries. 

Several residents said 
they found the budget pres- 
entation confusing, and Mur- 
phy suggested the budget 
should be tailored along the 
lines of the Town budget 
presentation for clarity. 

Article 5, Capital Re- 
serve Fund, asks that after 
the first $150,000 of any 
surplus is returned to the 
town, $75,000 be placed 



into the Capital Reserve 
Fund for renovation, repair 
and capital improvement. 
The fund currently has 
about $83,000, and some 
already identified infra- 
structure projects will have 
to be addressed. 

Matt Murphy, summing 
up his thoughts, said, "The 
School District can't reduce 
spending without trans- 
parency and accountability." 
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Only One Resident Turns Out for Police Bond Hearing

HAMPSTEAD - The Po- 
lice Building Committee, 
Budget Committee and the 
Board of Selectmen were in 
attendance, but other than 
Jorge Mesa-Tejada, no resi- 
dents attended Friday 
night's hearing on the bond 
for a new, approximately 
7,600-square-foot police 
station. 

In spite of the empty 
room, the Police Building 
Committee presented infor- 
mation supporting its re- 
quest for the bond not to 
exceed $1,538,300 to build 
and equip a new police sta- 
tion: building construction, 
$1,050,000; site develop- 
ment, with paving, septic, 
water and site preparation, 
$195,000; architectural and 
engineering design fees, 
$64,000; technology and 



equipment for Emergency Op- 
erations Center, $200,000; 
services and utilities - elec- 
tric and phone hook-ups, 
$6,300; administrative costs 
- Clerk of Works, compli- 
ance, permits, $23,000; and 
contingency, $62,500. 

The proposed building 
is 25 percent smaller than 
the previous version. The 
town has voted on proposed 
new police station construc- 
tion three times, with a 
majority voting in favor 
each time but not enough to 
reach the 60 percent re- 
quired for a bond. 

Budget Committee mem- 
ber Matt Murphy warned 
Building Committee chair 
Jim Stewart that he and his 
committee are constrained 
by law from electioneering 
for the article. Stewart 
expressed amazement and 
asked the Board of Select- 
men to check into this. 



Article 7 requests the 
Town to seek a bond for the 
building. The committee 
said the building would be 
financed with a 10-year 
bond that has a current 
interest rate of 3.5 percent, 
with bond payments de- 
creasing by 3 percent per 
year. Property owners would 
pay $21 per $100,000 of 
assessed property value in 
the first year (2013) and in 
the 10th and final year, it 
would cost $16 for every 
$100,000 of assessed prop- 
erty value. 

The committee chose a 
10-year rather than a 15- 
year bond to save more than 
$150,000 in interest. The 
rough calculation is that 
someone with a home with 
the assessed value of 
$200,000 would pay $42 for 
the station construction in 
the first year and $32 for the 
station construction in the 



final year of the bond. 

Mesa-Tejada asked why 
Article 7 includes a refer- 
ence to a driveway and sug- 
gested that this was mis- 
leading and unnecessary. 
After a brief discussion, 
Selectman Rick Hartung 
made a motion to remove 
the driveway reference from 
Article 7 and the board 
voted unanimously to so do. 

The board also read into 
the record Article 10, which 
asks voters to raise and 
appropriate $54,000 for full 
engineering and architectur- 
al services for the proposed 
police station's building 
design and site plans. If Arti- 
cle 7 were to pass, Article 10 
would be null and void. 

Officials said Article 10 
had accidentally been omit- 
ted from the warrant (see 
story page 2) , as discovered 
at the Jan. 1 1 public hearing 
on the town budget and 



warrant. Article 10 would 
ensure that the Town would 
own the designs for the pro- 
posed station if Article 7 
were defeated in March. 

In a related matter, archi- 
tect Kyle Barka explained an 
alternate building design for 
the police station, which he 
and engineer Mark Gross 
presented to the Police 
Building Committee the pre- 
vious evening. 

The alternate design 
would be the same size and 
would be built for the same 
cost, embracing all the no- 
frills, energy-efficient, and 
compact aspects of the com- 
mittee's design, but would 
address possible site issues 
that can't be determined 
until shovels hit the dirt. 

At the Police Building 
Committee's Jan. 12 meet- 
ing, the committee accepted 
the alternate design so it 
could be used, assuming 



voter approval, should the 
site issues of granite ledge 
and excessive shale prove 
too expensive to deal with 
to allow the committee's 
original design to be built. 

Barka said that whichev- 
er design is sent out for bids, 
he would toss the bids if 
they came in too high and 
would redesign the build- 
ing, shrinking it if necessary 
or going to the alternate 
design, to meet the allowed 
price. 

The alternate design has 
lower excavation and foun- 
dation construction costs, 
and addresses handicap 
accessibility issues in a more 
cost-effective manner. Barka 
said it would fit on the site 
better, providing easier 
access and less excavation. 

Both designs are for a 
7,600-square-foot building, 
with the cost to build not to 
exceed $1,538,300. 



School Board Accepts Donation From Cable Board

The Cable board voted 
to buy the needed audio 
equipment and donate it to 
the school. This was done, 
and the School Board bud- 
get public hearing on Tues- 



day evening, Jan. 10, was 
the first use of the new 
equipment. The School 
Board also held a public 
hearing that night to accept 
the donation. 

The audio system cost 
$5,850 and was donated by 
the Cable board. Lori 
Collins, Hampstead School 
District Technology Direc- 
tor, is also a member of the 
Cable board and has been 
the driving force behind the 
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development of Channel 6 
and the school studio, along 
with information technolo- 
gy (IT) teacher David 
Remillard. The cooperation 
between the school and the 



town's Cable board has 
brought the school's Chan- 
nel 6 studio to be opera- 
tional and now the audio, 
the missing link in being 
able to broadcast clear, 



understandable programs 
and events, has been added. 

The School Board unan- 
imously approved a motion 
to accept the donation with 
appreciation. 



Romney Tops Ballot in Chester

CHESTER - The Chester 
polls saw a good turnout for 
the Presidential Primary, 
with 1,422 ballots cast. 

Chester had 2,950 regis- 
tered voters at the start of 
Election Day, and 95 per- 
sons were added to the rolls 
and 17 removed that day. 
The town now has a total of 
3,028 registered voters. That 
translates to 47 percent of 
the town's registered voters 
casting ballots Jan. 10. 

The results of the election 



closely mirror the rest of the 
state. On the Republican tick- 
et, Mitt Romney easily took 
the town, with 503 votes. His 
closest rival was Ron Paul 
with 306 votes. Third, fourth 
and fifth positions saw Jon 
Huntsman with 166 votes, 
Newt Gingrich at 145 and 
Rick Santorum at 106. 

Texas Governor Rick Perry 
received 14 votes. Following 
Perry was Buddy Roemer with 
4 votes, followed by Jeff Law- 
man of Derry and Herman 
Cain, both with three votes, 
Fred Karger and Michele 
Bachmann were among those 



receiving a single vote. 

A surprise to some, 
there was also a Democratic 
ticket. President Barack 
Obama easily won Chester's 
Democrats, with 121 votes 
cast in his favor. 

Town clerk Barbara Gag- 
non said she was pleased 
with how the day went, not- 
ing that it was busy all day 
but everything ran smoothly. 

A representative of the 
Attorney General's office 
made an appearance during 
the day and found every- 
thing to be proceeding 
according to schedule. 
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Officials Warn that Ice Conditions Still Questionable

HAMPSTEAD - Unless 
ice on area ponds and lakes 
is a consistent 4 to 6 inches 
thick, it isn't safe for people 
or pets. Too many accidents 
have happened over the 
past few years, and local 
officials are hoping resi- 
dents will recognize the 
dangers of going out on ice 
that isn't sufficiently thick. 

The recent yo-yo tem- 
peratures have made the sit- 
uation more dicey than 
usual, with ice skims form- 
ing, only to melt and disap- 
pear and then days later do 
it all over again. 

New Hampshire Fish & 
Game Conservation Officer 
Chris McKee said Friday 
there wasn't much ice to 
talk about right now. And 
while the next few days saw 
plummeting temperatures, 
he continues to emphasize 
caution. 

He noted that Big Island 
Pond, Beaver Lake in Derry 
and Sunset Lake in Hamp- 
stead all have inlets, and 
because of the wind, snow 
and rain and the currents 
keeping the waters in these 
bodies fluctuating, they 
simply aren't safe. 

"We need to have a 
steady week of below freez- 
ing temperatures before the 
ice is really safe to go out 
on," he said. 

The recent snow that fell 
on the ice insulates it and 
prevents it from additional 
freezing, he explained. 

Hampstead Fire Chief 
Michael Carrier said while 
his department doesn't 
establish any specific crite- 
ria or provide notice regard- 
ing ice, ice conditions are 
dynamic - ice thickness can 
be measured at a certain 
location and just a few feet 
away, the thickness may be 
significantly different. 

"It all depends on 
weather conditions and 
water currents," Carrier 



said. "There are a number of 
factors associated with 
whether the ice is safe or 
not, and while we don't 
establish any criteria on 
whether the ice is safe or 
not, making it a personal 
choice, my advice is - Never 
Assume the Ice is Safe. 

"We've had some cold 
nights, but we have had 
warm days too, so I still 
wouldn't call it safe," Carri- 
er said. 

Derry Fire Department 
Battalion Chief Mike Gag- 
non couldn't agree more. 

"No ice is safe ice," he 
said bluntly, adding that 
people need to use extreme 
caution regarding the ice. "I 
wouldn't say it is safe." 

Carrier said if a person 
fell through the ice, he or 
she should try not to panic, 
as that uses up energy and 
creates a loss of heat. The 
individual should try to get 
back to the area of the fall, 
but should not try to pull 
himself up onto the ice - 
instead, he or she should try 
to get parallel to the ice and 
try to come out of the water. 
Once out of the water, offi- 
cials urge people to roll as 
far as possible to where the 
ice is safe. 



Fish & Game offers the 
following guidelines: 

• Stay off the ice along 
the shoreline if it is cracked 
or squishy. Don't go on the 
ice during thaws. 

• Watch out for thin, 
clear or honeycombed ice. 
Dark snow and ice may also 
indicate weak spots. 

• Small bodies of water 
tend to freeze thicker. Rivers 
and lakes are more prone to 
wind, currents and wave 
action that weaken ice. 

• Don't gather in large 
groups or drive large vehi- 
cles onto the ice. 

• If with a friend who 
fell through, do not attempt 
to go after the person. Call 
for help first, then use 
something to reach the per- 
son, such as a long branch 
or ladder, rope or electrical 
cord. 

In late December, Fish 
& Game issued a press 
release warning of unsafe 
ice conditions. Since that 
time the weather pattern 
has continued along similar 
lines, keeping ice condi- 
tions unsafe for the most 
part in spite of a few sub- 
freezing days and colder 
nights. 

Fish & Game urges 
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assessing ice safety by using 
an ice chisel or auger to 
determine thickness and 
condition. Continue to do 
this further out on to the 
ice, because the thickness of 
the ice will not be uniform 
all over the water body. 



Though all ice is poten- 
tially dangerous, the U.S. 
Army Cold Regions Re- 
search & Engineering Labo- 
ratory in Hanover offers a 
"rule of thumb" on ice 
thickness: There should be a 
minimum of 6 inches of 



hard ice before individual 
foot travel, and 8 to 10 inch- 
es of hard ice for snow 
machine or ATV (All Terrain 
Vehicle) travel. Weak ice is 
formed when warming 
trends break down ice, then 
the slushy surface re-freezes.

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Young Chester Artist Gets National Recognition

CHESTER - Young artist 
Renee Laventure has been 
creating art since she was 
just a toddler. Now in sixth 
grade, she's been recognized 
by a national art magazine 
for her work. 

She is one of just 12 stu- 
dents across the country 
who will be featured in the 
monthly Arts and Activities 
magazine, and in so doing 
has brought acclaim to her- 
self and her school. 

Last week Laventure was 
busy in Lisa Blanchette's 
Chester Academy art class 
creating a small acrylic work 
in one of her favorite medi- 
ums. The well-spoken girl 
said that art, but painting 
especially, was attractive to 
her for many reasons, from 
communicating what she 



feels and sees to just letting 
her creativity romp. 

Laventure was pub- 
lished as the "Young Artist" 
in the December 2011 edi- 
tion of the magazine. Billing 
itself as the nation's leading 
art education magazine, the 
publication has been a- 
round since 1932 and aims 
to help those teaching art 
in grades Kindergarten 
through 12. 

Speaking on her favorite 
medium, Laventure said, "I 
just think it's really cool 
how you can just put a ton 
of colors on it and just make 
a picture. And if you've ever 
heard the expression, 'I 
wish I could see through 
someone else's eyes,' I've 
been thinking lately that 
you can do that if you paint.

ings through it, or you can 
just sit down and paint 
whatever you want. The 
whole world is open to you 
through paint, I guess." 

Blanchette encouraged 
Laventure to apply for the 
magazine spotlight, and 
though she hadn't previous- 
ly suggested that a student 
apply, with Laventure she 
decided it was a good time 
to start. 

"She just really stood 
out," said Blanchette. "Not 
only does she do a lot here, 
but she does a lot at home 
too. And that's what really 
made her stand out to me. 
She's just always creating." 

"I'm really thankful, 
because I never would have 
heard about that magazine. 
But she told me about it and 
I said, 'Sure, let's give it a 



whirl.' And I honestly never 
thought I'd get in, but I did, 
and I can't even describe 
how happy I was," said 
Laventure, thanking Blan- 
chette for giving her the 
opportunity. 

The young artist is not 
only strong at painting, said 
Blanchette, but at every- 
thing - from sewing to clay 
to printmaking to creating 
working pinwheels. 

To apply for the spot- 
light, Laventure had to sub- 
mit a sampling of her work 
and write an essay about it. 

Many of the pieces were 
from last year's classes, but 
older pieces were also 
sought, to show the kind of 
progress the artist has made. 

The essay was tough, 
said Laventure. Though she 
loves writing, she said that 
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fitting all of her thoughts 
into the required number of 
words was quite difficult. 

Art at Chester Academy 
is student driven. It's a 
structure that Blanchette 
started three years ago and 
something she said has been 
beneficial not only to stu- 
dents like Laventure, who 
excel in the discipline and 
want to learn more, but to 
students who take less read- 
ily to art. 

That student-directed 
bit had Blanchette saying 
that Laventure's acceptance 
into the magazine was that 
much more impressive. Her 
art was compared to 
teacher-directed work that 
sometimes looks more pol- 
ished, because those stu- 
dents are following an 
already proven plan or 
process, rather than allow- 
ing their creativity to guide 
them. 

"It lets the kids discover 
what they're good at," said 
Blanchette, noting that 
when compared to more 
structured classes, her pro- 
gram has been successful 
with the kids. 

"It's really nice because 
you don't have to do a cer- 
tain thing every day. You 
can come into art (class) 
and just say, 'I'm going to 
draw a pretty picture today' 
It's really nice," said Laven- 



ture. She added that some- 
times her inspiration comes 
from her fellow students 
and talking with them about 
what they're up to in a class. 

But while many struggle 
for ideas, Laventure seems 
to have them on call. Even 
on the weekends the young 
artist will sit down for hours 
and create. Often it's a big 
picture on a big canvas. And 
she's been doing the same 
thing for years, since she 
was too young to remember 
it completely. Her mom tells 
her that she'd sit for hours 
and just draw. 

Chester Academy vice 
principal Mark Campbell, 
stopping in to the class- 
room, said that not only did 
Laventure have a lot of tal- 
ent, but on top of that she 
was a positive kid, someone 
who made others happy 
without trying. 

And does Laventure 
have plans to continue with 
her art in the future? Of 
course. 

"I'd really like to pursue 
a career in art. It's where I'm 
meant to be, I guess, and I 
really enjoy doing it," said 
Laventure. "I always love 
seeing the finished product 
because there's that sense of 
accomplishment. 'I made 
that. I did that. If it wasn't 
for me, that wouldn't be 
there.'

HAMPSTEAD - Town 
Moderator Neil Reardon 
gave Katie Wolff's Hamp- 
stead Middle School eighth 
grade Social Studies stu- 
dents a basic civics lesson 
on voting during the Presi- 
dential Primary election.

structed, or being used on a 
regular basis as of the date 
the person acquired the 
property." 

Further, the club does 
not fall under any town 
sound ordinance, as the 
town's only such ordinance 
is for commercial zones, 
whereas the club is on land 
zoned residential/agricul- 
tural. 

Colin Buxton, president 
of the club, said that though 
there was a line of reasoning 
within the membership that 
as they had been in opera- 
tion since 1932, and all the 
surrounding residents com- 
plaining about it had moved 
into town after that date, 
there was no need to change 
behavior, the majority of the 
members decided to make a 
good faith effort to be a 
good neighbor. 



Buxton added that the 
club routinely makes such 
efforts. For example, though 
the law allows shooting on 
the firing range to start a 
half hour after sunrise, the 
rule at the club is no shoot- 
ing until 9 a.m. 

"The members decided 
they would like to do some- 
thing in the spirit of being a 
good neighbor," said Bux- 
ton. 

After no sufficient rea- 
son was found to explain 
why the structure built on 
the range would have raised 
sound levels, the first step 
was to hire a shooting range 
acoustics engineer. He 
arrived in August 2010 and 
undertook a baseline study 
of the sound on the range, 
testing levels in various 
areas at different distances 
with various guns. 

Buxton, surrounded by 
the paperwork that resulted 
from complaints and the 
club's corresponding efforts, 



has become somewhat of an 
expert on sound, and can 
reel off the science and logic 
behind decibel levels. It's 
not as straightforward as 
one might think. 

There were four testing 
sites, and everything from 
rifles to .50 caliber hand- 
guns were tested, some- 
times simultaneously. 

With the baseline report 
generated, Buxton said the 
club could then determine 
whether reduction efforts 
worked. 

Further research was 
done on potential ways to 
deaden the sound from the 
pistol range. These included 
making test structures to 
see what would work best. 
The pistol range is sur- 
rounded on three sides by 
tall sand berms. 



It was deemed that the 
most pragmatic plan would 
be to extend the front of the 
roof and line it with sound- 
deadening material. The 
original roof sloped down 
toward the far end of the 
range, and the new con- 
struction extended that line 
out another eight feet. 

In addition to the im- 
proved roof, the club erect- 
ed a wall and installed 
sound-deadening material 
on the right side of the fir- 
ing line, which is closest to 
neighbors. 

And while Buxton con- 
cedes that it's impossible to 
measure perception of 
sound, the club is pleased 
with the results they have 
been able to measure. Esti- 
mates are that a 33 to 35 
percent reduction in noise 



was seen overall. 

"We felt that was appro- 
priate," said Buxton of the 
results. He estimated the 
club spent about $10,000 
on the project. 

Buxton, attempting to 
give an idea about sound 
levels issuing from the 
range, noted that passing 
cars were showing higher 
sound levels than gunshots, 
though gunshots are often 
perceived as louder because 
they are unexpected. 

Though there's a ques- 
tion as to whether sound 
coming from the range had 
increased when the hand- 
gun firing line was original- 
ly improved, the club has 
seen an influx of member- 
ship in the last few years, 



most notably, said Buxton, 
since President Barack Ob- 
ama was elected. In those 
years, membership went 
from about 300 to a peak of 
750 at the end of 2011. Now 
that number is about 600. 
Buxton said there's always 
space to shoot, even on the 
weekend when it's busiest. 

The club relies on mem- 
bership dues for operation. 
It has an open range for tar- 
get practice, and hosts 
events ranging from clay 
shooting to action shooting 
to classes for women to pro- 
gramming for kids. 

The club hasn't received 
input from the residents 
who initially complained. 
St. Pierre could not be 
reached for comment.

budget committee had an 
alternative plan for the 
director of public works, 
should the warrant article 
fail. While waiting for a re- 
sponse, budget committee chair 
Mindy Salomone-Abood said, 
"This is public comment. No- 
body needs to respond to you." 

Most of the other con- 
cern from the public cen- 
tered on the committee's 
decision to cut employee 
raises. Earlier in the season 
the selectmen agreed to up 
to 2 percent merit pay raises 
for all employees. 

If all town employees 
receive a 2 percent increase - 
this number includes union- 
ized police officers - the cost 
would be $16,051.77. That 
sum includes FICA and 
increases to the state Retire- 
ment System. According to 
committee discussions, the 
number represents less than 
half a percent of the total oper- 
ating budget for the town. 

Some consternation was 
expressed by the public 
when the committee's major- 
ity decided that one employ- 
ee in town deserved a raise, 
while the rest did not. 

Though several employ- 
ees escaped the cuts during 
the regular season, motions 
were made to reduce those 
numbers during the hear- 
ing. All raises were removed 
except for the fire chief, a 
decision made possible by 
committee member Ralph 
Millard's assertions that he 
would not take the raise 



away from the chief, as his 
position required him to put 
his life on the line. 

Salomone-Abood, Cathy 
Gorman, Robert Millard and 
Ralph Millard have voted 
against the selectmen-ap- 
proved merit pay while Bruce 
Cleveland, Dawn Nicolaisen 
and regular selectman liaison 
Brenda Copp have voted in 
favor. That split continued 
through most of the votes that 
were not unanimous Friday. 

Hans Nicolaisen urged re- 
instatement of the merit rais- 
es. He said the selectmen and 
department heads think the 
raises make sense, not only 
because the employees de- 
serve them, but because they 
would help keep them in 
Sandown. He said that with 
the budget coming in with- 
out an increase, the taxpayers 
could afford the raises. 

Chuck Crowe, chair of 
the conservation commission 
but speaking as a resident, 
questioned how the town was 
going to keep good employ- 
ees without incentives. 

Further comment came 
when a vote to reduce the fire 
chief's raise failed to pass. 

Deb Brown said that while 
she was pleased to see the fire 
chief's pay raise remain, she 
asked how the committee 
could validate that raise while 
cutting it from others. 

"He does deserve it. But 
lots of the employees de- 
serve it," Brown said. "I'm 
not saying this on my be- 
half, but on behalf of the 
people I see day to day doing 
the work of this town." 

She said employees rou- 



tinely save the town money 
through their diligence or 
because they work extra 
hours or undertake efforts 
they aren't paid to do. 

While Ralph Millard jus- 
tified his vote by saying that 
the fire chief was asked to 
lay his life on the line, 
Tombarello, noting that the 
three non-union police offi- 
cer raises had been re- 
moved, asked if they weren't 
also asked to do the same. 

Evident of some confu- 
sion with the budgets, Rob- 
ert Millard later motioned 
to drop the pay raises for 
the recreation department's 
summer program camp 
counselors, though they 
had already been taken out. 

"You're going to take 17 
cents from a kid?" asked 
Tombarello after the motion 
was made. 

"Yep," said Robert Mil- 
lard. "I'm going to take the 
pay raises from every single 
one of them." 



Deb Brown said the 
summer program was a rev- 
enue generator and coun- 
selor pay was coming from 
parents of the campers. 

The recreation budget 
also took some heat from 
both Millards. Robert Mil- 
lard is the son of Ralph Mil- 
lard. After Ralph Millard 
charged members of the 
recreation commission and 
selectmen with conflicts of 
interest because some of 
them were related, Robert 
Millard asked to cut the 
mileage line for the recre- 
ation director. Deb Brown's 
husband is selectman Steve 
Brown. 

Robert Millard argued 
that because the department 
had purchased a copier, the 
director should have to 
travel less to the town hall 
to make copies. It was later 
explained that the increase 
in mileage came from an 
increase in the Internal Rev- 
enue Service reimburse-

ment rate for mileage. 

Tombarello added that he 
sees Deb Brown around town 
often and that after seeing 
her reimbursement requests 
wondered if she charged the 
town for all of those miles 

Ralph Millard seconded 
the motion and was the only 
other committee member to 
vote for it. 

Another argument sur- 
faced after Salomone-Abood 
motioned to reduce the 
amount in the conservation 
commission's budget for its 
administrative assistant. She 
motioned to reduce the line 
based on how many hours 
should be allotted, accord- 
ing to the minutes. 

Though Crowe, chair of 
the commission, argued that 
the amount in the budget 



was correct, the motion car- 
ried. Tombarello abstained, 
while Cleveland voted no. 

Selectmen Steve Brown 
charged the committee with 
overstepping its bounds by 
reducing the hours. "You 
have the right to cut money, 
but you have no right to tell 
someone how many hours 
they can work," said Brown. 

Salomone-Abood said 
Brown's statement was 
incorrect. 

The committee was also 
disinclined to honor a request 
from the commission and 
selectmen to include $2,100 
in the education and aware- 
ness line for the Fall Festival, 
instead of $1,800. Tombarello 
motioned for the increase, but 
the vote only garnered sup- 
port from him and Cleveland.
